LENGTHY REVIEW 
BY DR, WANG. 


PAYS TRIBUTE TO BRITISH 
FRIENDSHIP. 


PEACE AND ORDER. 


Nanking. Dec. 22. 
In a review of China’s diplo- 
matic achievements in the past 
year, Dr. C. T. Wang, addressing 
the Wnichinopu at the weekly 
memorial service, pointed out 
that there had been an increas- 
ing response by foreign Powers 
to China's national sentiments. 
He anid that China must be pre- 
pared to reciprocate their good 
wil] and accord due protection to 
foreivn life and property through- 
out the country. 


Succes: in diplomncy, he de- 

. lared, wax only posstble with 

.peace and order within the 
country. 


Dr. Wang recalled that the com- 
pletion of treaties with eleven 
countries in 1928 nominally gave 
China tariff autonomy, but that 
this only became an actuality this 
year with the conclusion of the 
Sino-Japanese Tariff! Agreement 
reached In May last and the ex- 
chanye of the Chinese nnd Dutch 
ratificntions last month. 


British Concessions, 


The’ British Concession at Chin- 
kinng was returned in November 
lost year and an exchange of notes 
in reference to the rendition of the 
Amoy was 
effected in September last, while 
Weihaiwei was formally reatored 
to China on’ @ctober 1 

A Treaty regarding “the return 
of the Belgian Concession at 
Tientsin had been ratified and the 
Concession would be returnable 
upon an exchange of ratifications. 

China had requested the rendi- 
tion of the French and Japanese 
Concessions nt Hankow, as well 
as of the Lensed Territory of 
Kwangchowwan from France. 


Ext ral Ity. 


Regarding extraterritorinlity, 
Dr. Wang said that the end of 
the year finds the nationals of nine 
treaty ‘Powers amenable to 
Chinese jurisdiction, including 
Austria, Germany, Russin, Mexico, 
Persia, Greece, Finland, Bolivie 
and Czecho-Slovakin, while u 
the conclusions of the Sino-Polis h 
Treaty, the Poles would bring this 
number to ten. 

In the case of Sweden, Japan 
and Peru, said Dr. Wang, negotia- 
tions were procecding for the con- 
clusion of new treatics to replace 
the time-expired ones. 

Negotiations for the abolition of 
British and American extrality 
rights were proceeding, and Dr. 
Wang sald he was confident that 
definite decisions on the entire sub- 
ject of extrality abolition would be 
reached by next Spring. 

The agreement with reference to 
the Shanghai Provisfonal Court was 
a temporary arrangement, pending 
the abolition of extrality. 


Equal Treaties. 


Five treaties negotiated on the 
basis of equality had. snid Dr. 
Wang, been consummated, namely, 
the Sino-Japanese Tariff Trenty, 
the disposition of the British 
Boxer Indemnity, - the. Treaty 
of -Amity and Commerce: - with 
Czecho-Slovakia, .the ‘Treaty of 


Amity with Grece, and tho Tariff |” 


Treaty with Holland, while those 
signed and awaiting ‘ratification 
Were the Treaty, of ‘Arbitration with’ 
the United States, the Convention 


with France regarding Trido-China, | 


and the Treaty of Amity with Po- 
land." 

In addition, Chinn’ was on the 
point of signing treatles with Cuba 
Peru, Turkey and Nicaragua, and 
was negotinting others with Persia.

‘HOW PURSER rare 


TO DEATH. 


AN ENGLISH GIRLS 
ESCAPE. 


BEREAVED SURVIVOR. GIVES 
POIGNANT DETAILS. 


FORTY-FOUR DEAD, 


It is now feared that forty: 
four lives have been lost in 
the sinking of the Oberon at 
the entrance to the Baltic’ 
Sen on Friday night. No 
hope is entertained for those 
numbered among the mis- 
sing, sixtecn of whom were 
Passengers. 

‘ The British passengers num- 
bered thirteen and four of them 
were saved. Two children and 
several women ‘are among the 
drowned. 

The disaster occurred In a donge 
fog, the Oberon sinking with ap- , 
palling rapidity after being struck 
henvily amidships by hor. sister- 
ship, the Arturus.

“RED PLOT SEQUEL. 


Shanghal, Dec. 21, 

For the purpase of issuing. final 
instructions to the Nationalist Com- 
manders embarking on anti-“'Red” 
expeditions in Hupeh and Tfunun, 
Marehal Chiang Kal-shek arrived 
at Hankow this afternoon. He was 
reeeived by government ofiicials, anid 
no untoward incidents occurred 
despite Communist conspiracies 
ngainst his life which bave led to 
extensive arrests, : 

Troops lined every «treet 
tho Bund. to the ‘temporary — re- 
sidence of Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek, interruptlig all trae until 
the officini party had passed.

MAN AND WOMAN CONVICTED 
AT KOWLOON.

STORY DISBELIEVED. 


The reninded case agyinet a 
“man named Leung Wung anid wo- 
men named To Wan-ching and 
Chan Ping for. possession of 165 
lbs. of dutiable tobacco ut 866, 
Catton Road, second floor, cume 
up before Mr. Butters at the Kow- 
Toon Mngistracy this morning, « 


Tong Ling, the ncgouhtant of the 
Kung ‘Tai Cheung tobacco shop in 
Wanchai, giving evidence for the 
prosecution, sald that he did not 
put the chop to tHe packnge of 
tobacco which were found at 855, 
Canton Road. When the Inapec- 
tor called at his shop to get a chop, 
witness discovered that the chop 
was miasing. The account book 
and three billa were given to a 
delivery sboy together with 40 
catlics of tobacco to bu delivered 
to three firms in Kowloon on De- 
cember 18, but the tobacco was] 
not delivered. The boy failed to 
bringg back the account book 
and the bills, which fell Into 
the hands of the police. Wil- 
ness did net take any measures 
when he found that the tobacco 
was not delivered. Ele atso said 
that the paper and the tovacco 
produced jn Court did not belong 
to his firm. ‘He did not send any 
tobacee ta Kowloon on December 
17. : 


The delivery boy satd he was met 
in acstreet ia Yaumati by a snlas- 
man of the firm, who relieved him 
of the 40 catties of tebncco, and 
asked him fo walt for him at 855, 
Cinton Road. When he got there, 
an Chinese Revenue Officer accused 
him of comirj¢ to take the tobacco 
awne, Ile waa arrested and de- 
mined at the Police Station. He 
denied that the tobacco found in 
the premines was the same gobacco 
which he hud given to deliver, 


The fivat defendant alleged that 
the tobaceo Lelonged to the Kung 
Tai Cheung firm. ‘It had been 
brought to the premises on Decem- 
ber 17, and duinped there, by the 
deli ; boy and another. sales- 
man, who came the following day 
to take it Mwiy, 

The second defendant, who is the 
principal tenant, denied all know- 
ledge of the tobacco, while the 
third defendant’ related a similar 
sory to the first defendant.

’ Appalling Predicament of 
Struggling. Swimmers. 


. Copenhagen, Dec, 21. 

The disuster to the Oberon was 
so swift, according to, survivors 
on board the Arcturus, which has 
just arrived with gaping aides, 
that the heavy-hearted Captain on 
the bridgo is scarcely gware of 
what has happened. : 

Ernost Martin, one of the Bri- 
tlah survivors, relates that a 
party, including Mr. Douglas and 
iis son, were chatting in the 
smokeroom at half past nine on 
Friday night, The weather out- 
side was foggy. Suddenly the 
shrieking of sirens was henrd and 
then followed a terrible. crash, 
which sent Mr. Douglas, Sr, ‘dash- 
ing below to secure lifebclts. Mr. 
Douglas Jr, taking in the situn- 
tion at a glance,, rushed down 
atairs to bring his father up to

TEN MONTHS IN GAOL. 


A series of thefts from the 
residences of forelgners on the 
Mid-Levels, was to-day detailed 
by Acting Detective Sub-Inspec- 
tor J. O'Donovan, when he 
charged the alleged thief at the 
Central Court to-day..

An alarming skid, extending for 
yards in a sweeping curve, caused 
an uceldent in which two rickshas 
wero damaged and a carricr- 
coolle was Injured, outside the 
premises of Mcasrs.
